JULY 1 AS PROJECT STARTS 


PORTERVILLE, Jan. 21 — 


With construction of a distribution sys- 


tem, officially started at ground breaking ceremonies last week, Cen- 


tral Valley project water frem 
delivery 
this year. 


Water is expected to-be avail- 
able generally west of the Teapot 
Dome restaurant by the first of 
July, however, delivery to the 
area of the district lying east of 
the restaurant is scheduled for 
February 1, 1961. 


The 2,700-acre water district 
lies south of Porterville, with ap- 
proximate center being near old 
highway 65 and Teapot Dome 
road; actually 900 acres of the 
district lies west of the Teapot 
Dome restaurant. 


Cost of the distribution system, 
which is being contracted by Cen-~ 
Vi-Ro, of Shafter, will be about 
$1,208,000; the district has avail- 
able 7,500 acre feet of Class 1 
water, which, because of the spe- 
cial water problems within the 
district, represents the greatest 
amount of project water per acre 
committed for any of the 17 long- 
term contracting districts sup- 
plied by Friant-Kern canal wa- 
ter. 

Included in physical aspects of 
the project are 16% miles of line, 
starting with a 42-inch line at the 
Friant-Kern canal, running gen- 
erally along Teapot Dome road, 
and scaling down in size as it gets 
into the area of the district. 

In the system will be three 
pumping stations — one located 
adjacent'to the Friant Kern canal; 
the second near Teapot Dome res- 
taurant, and the third near the

the Los Angeles 
Times: Success dam, on the Tule 
river, is at Porterville, not Tu- 
lare, a fact that we mention only 
because in ‘‘The Southland” sec- 
tion of the Times, on Wednesday, 
January 13, 1960, a story on Suc- 
cess dam was date lined, Tulare. . 
We wouldn’t say anything about 
putting Success dam in The 
Southland, since we realize that 
to a southern Californian, The 
Southland is nothing less than the 
world. But the date line, Tulare; 
that’s too much. Much too much. 
Porterville, please, Porterville 
when you mention Success dam. 
CONFUSION BETWEEN the 
law and whims of men often 
comes into public administration, 
and when public business is run 
by men rather than by law, the 
principles of self government be- 
gin to break down. In California, 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
has been given the purgative of 
revoking driver licenses in cases 
where a series of traffic violations 
are recorded against a_ driver. 
This is no good, since it repre- 
sents government by men, rather 
than by law. The Department of 
Motor Vehicles handles a mechan- 
ical type of administration that 
includes the issuing of driver li- 
censes, and the giving of exam- 
inations for those licenses, as pre- 
scribed by laws of the state. This 
is an administrative matter, not 


a legal matter, but when the de-! 


partment gets over into the field 
of determining whether or not a 
man has forfeited his right to 
drive because of his conflict with 
the law, then the department is 
out of its field and into the area 
of the judicial. We hold no brief 
for the traffic law violator; we 
only say that matters of law 
should be decided in the courts, 
on a basis of legal justice, not in 
an administrative office on a 
basis of some individual’s whim 
and faney ... We hope this busi- 
ness of the revoking of driver li- 
censes by the Department of Mo- 
tor Vehicles will be pushed to the 
necessary court level soon for a 
decision as to its legality. When 
this is done, there can be little 
doubt but that this matter of law 
will be put back where it belongs, 
into the hands of the court.

With Me are of winter fast 
approaching, the nurserymen 
ay all rubbing their itchy 
palms together in hopes of a 
prosperous spring. Plants which 
we hope you can't resist are 
being strategically placed, 
salesmen are being pumped, up, 
cash registers are being oiled, 
and everything else is being 
put in readiness. 


In large nurseries spring train- 
ing sessions are being held so 
that everyone can do his part 
to help sell the merchandise. 
For those new to the trade spe- 
cial courses are given: including 
such subjects as “public rela- 
tions’ and “How to load a 
trunk". This last is: especially 
valuable as properly learned it 
marks the true nurseryman. 


One of the first things the 
trunk loader must learn is how 
to hold five pounds of Vigoro 
in both hands while the custom- 
er opens the eighty pound 
trunk lid. Another lesson cov- 
ers putting the little Bedding 
Plants on the bottom and plac- 
ing a hundred pounds of Peat 
Moss on top. This keeps the 
plants from josHing around. Of 
course the peat moss must be 
opened slightly along the bot- 
tom so the customer will notice 
the fine quality witile sweeping 
out the trunk. 


The real artist learns to fill 
the trunk first so the Steer Ma- 
nure must be loaded inside the 
car. A couple of well soaked 
plants should be placed on the 
floor so the water drains around 
the fertilizer. This saves you 
the trouble of opening the bag 
and you can sweep it out of the 
car onto the lawn which needs 
it anyway. 


By the way Fruit Trees, Shade 
Trees, Roses, Gladiolus Bulbs, 
Vegetable Seeds, and such like 
things are plantable now. Also 
fruit trees and roses should be 
sprayed with Calsul or some 
other liquid spray. For further 
information come in and take 
advantage of our many years 
of local experience.

A hardy perennial around our 
legislative halls is the tough ques- 
tion whether top authority in our 
state: public school agency should 
be elected or appointed. The prob- 
lem has been tossed around like a 
basketball for many years, and 
more than once the voters have 
refused to change the office of su- 
perintendent of public instruc- 
tion from elective to appointive, 
the last time only two years ago. 
Now the Assembly interim educa- 
tion committee is reviewing va- 
rious phases of the matter again, 
so it looks as though we may be 
confronted by it again, in 1961 
if not before. 

Perhaps a large part of the dif- 
ficulty has been due to the fact 
that our policy has been some- 
what mixed. On the one hand, 
the state Constitution provides for 
an elected superintendent. On the 
other, our statutes establish the 
state board of education, its mem- 
bers being appointed by the Gov- 
ernor with consent of the Senate.

Spokesmen 
for organized teachers, local 
school boards, local school admin- 
istrators, and parent - teacher 
groups appeared. Present and for- 
mer members of the state board 
of education, and the superin- 
tendent himself presented their 
view points. Written testimony 


This dual system of selection has} was submitted by organized labor. 


resulted in considerable confusion 
as to areas of responsibility for 
superintendent and board, with 
the latter ordinarily believed com- 
ing out second best. 

The 1958 ballot proposal, which 
would have made the superin- 
tendent appointive by the board 
of education, was defeated by a 
substantial margin. Two bills in- 
troduced in our 1959 session 
would have made the board elec- 
tive on a district basis, though 
the method of districting in the 
two differed. Both bills were re- 
ferred to the committee for study. 

The committee was given con- 
siderable factual information at

With respect to the method of 
selecting the superintendent of 
public instruction, the principal 
arguments advanced in favor of 
his election by the voters center- 
ed around the contention that the 
issue was settled by the 1958 
election when the people indicat- 
ed their preference for the cen- 
tury old California tradition of 
electing him. It was also assert- 
ed that election would insulate 
him from the ‘‘vested interests’’ 
and would keep him more re- 
sponsive to wishes of the public. 

Major points which favor ap- 
pointment of the superintendent 


functions assigned to his depart- 
ment by law in accordance with 
policies laid down either by the 
Governor or the board of educa- 
tion. There was little feeling 
that he should be appointed by 
the Governor. Many felt that he 
should be appointed by the board, 
and made responsible for carry- 
ing out its policies. 

It was apparent that a basic 
factor in any answer to the prob- 
lem is the method of selecting, 
and the powers and duties of the 
board of education. The commit- 
tee’s further study may be on 
these matters.

southwesterly corner of the dis- 
trict. 


Two reservoirs are also includ- 
ed in the system; water will be 
delivered under sufficient pres- 
sure to be advantageous for 
sprinkler-type irrigation; the proj- 
ect is being financed through a 
40-year, interest free federal loan. 


Engineer estimates are that if 
all costs to the district are consid- 
ered, maximum costs per acre foot 
of water will run approximately 
$21.75 in the east area of the dis- 
trict and approximately $16.41 in 
the west area. 


Within the 2,700-acre district, 
about 1,775 acres are irrigated at 
present, with larger crops being 
citrus, 964 acres; irrigated grain, 
407 acres; olives, 200 acres, and 
cotton, 131 acres.

YMCA FUND CAMPAIGN OPENED IN AREA 
WITH GOAL OF $5,000; SHELTON SAYS 
PORTERVILLE PROGRAM TO BE EXPANDED 


PORTERVILLE, Jan. 21 — An 
expanded YMCA program for Por- 
terville in 1960 was promised 
Monday as official ‘‘Y’’ fund rais- 
ing campaign got underway at a 
breakfast meeting, with 30 vol- 
unteer solicitors starting work 
toward a local quota of $5,000. 


Dr. James T. Shelton, superin- 
tendent of the Porterville State 
hospital, and “Y’”’ campaign chair- 
man, said that Porterville will re- 
ceive a stronger “‘Y” program 
than ever, since Visalia has with- 
drawn from the county to set up 
an independent operation. 

Lewis Stroh, County ‘‘Y’’ secre- 
tary, told the group of the work 
going on in this area with both 
boys and girls. In addition to club 
programs, the ‘‘Y’ continues to 
serve youth of the Porterville 
area at Camp Tulequoia. Last 
year 1,012 “Y” boys, girls and 
families took part in the 11 ses- 
sions. In addition to this, an ad- 
ditional 220 people attended the 
two sessions of Red Cross Aquatic 
school conducted at Tulequoia, 
Stroh said. 

Hi-Y members Les Wise and 
Dave Offill spoke to the group 
concerning the Y club activities 
for their age group, and the im- 
portance of Y camp in the lives 
of young people. George Reimer, 
local Y committee chairman, also 
spoke briefly concerning the work 
of his committee. 


Advance solicitations have 
brought in $1,400 to date with 
some people still to be contacted 
in this area, it was reported.
